«4 Vision Worth Realizing — 


Unemployment for black youths remains at somewhere 
around 50 percent in Columbus and Franklin County, but 
seeing the small force of teenagers working in “Operation: 
Bright Side” adds a new vision to the gloomy outlook. 

If the Anheuser-Busch Corp. can work with the Colum- 
bus Urban League to fund 15 summer jobs for youths, 
what's sotpping our businesses and churches-and other 
organizations from doing something? 

These 15 youths are in a 10-week program where they 
clean-and-spruce-up—many—blighted-—areas—of the—city. 
-Couldn't businesses, churches and others extend this 
effort to put youths to work. Couldn't each sponsor one 
youth? Just one? ‘ 

: “Hire One Youth" below the poverty level should be a 
rallying cry throughout the black community. A year ago at 
“a meeting of the Education and Employment Commission, 
such a proposal was advanced by Amos H. Lynch, general 
manager of The Columbus CALL & POST. 

At the time, Lynch said hundreds of jobs could be created 
rightiin the neighborhoods which face the consequence of 
stress disturbances fed by leisure excesses and unfilled 
desires for cash-in-the-pocket experiences for minority 
youths. : ' 

There's no arguing against such a proposal. Black 
churches alone, if each would “Hire One Youth", could 
provide meaningful work experiences for more than 200 
minority youths right off the streets in the neighborhood 
home of each congregation. 

Social agencies, small, middle and major business 
enterprise can provide for hundreds more. 

Tax credit for such activity should be investigated, and 
counset for this-and-other-approaches-on-how-you-can 
become a participating supporter of this self-help move- 
ment can be obtained by calling the Education and 
Employment Commission administered by State Rep. Ray 
Miller, with offices at 37 N. High St. 

These same youths will soon be adults. What happens 
then if nothing has been done to employ them?

Although former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes held the governor's office 
longer than any of his predeces- 
sors, unlike Gov. Richard F. 
Celeste packing boards or com- 
missions to gain political control, 
was seldom, if ever pulled from his 
bag of tricks 


Instead of packing a board to 
gain contro! for his Republican 
administration, Rhodes drew polit- 
ical ploys from a reservoir of wis- 
dom and accomplished his mis- 
sion with the help of Democrats. 
He simply convinced a Demo- 
cratic, member of the board to 
resign, then replaced him or her 
with a Republican of his choice. 


In so doing, Rhodes saved the 
taxpaying public the expenses of 
almost doubling the cost of financ- 
ing the board's operation and got 
what he wanted in the final pro- 
cess. On two occasions Rhodes 
won control of the three-member 
State Industrial Commission (IC) 
through wheeling and dealing with 
Democrats 


During the early 1960's, when 
the Industrial Commission was

This so-called “open process” of 
testing the NBPC ethnic consortia 
is “open” only to this program. No 
other program at the CPB is sub- 
ject to this “RFP.” Now any 
unproven group is elevated to the 
status of “fair” competition. 


If it weren't so sad, it would be 


;4musing. NBPC's record with 


respectto Programming, co- 
Productions, distribution and 
training is equal to or Surpasses 
any other minarity telecommuni- 
cation system in the country and 
has laid the groundwork upon 
which to build an even greater 
Consortium during the next three 
years. 

In May 1980, after two years of 
lobbying and research by eight 
Black producers, who later 
became the founding board of 
NBPC, CPB funded NBPC fora 
three year period, subject to con- 
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billion investment portfolio, 
through the Rhodes’ process, he 
chose to go about it in an 
unprecedented manner. 

A provision in the state budget 
bill passed by the Legislature last 
week, raises the IC's membership 

. from three to five. With one Demo- 
Crat already on the.Commission, 
the two additional commissioners, 
to be appointed by Celeste, will 
relegate the two Republicans to 
minority members. 

While Celeste reportedly made 
no effort to persuade one of the 
two IC members to resign, he did 
attempt to pressure a Republican 
on the Ohic Suilding Authority 
(OBA) to voluntarily quit. Again to 
get control of the OBA, he took the 
legislative route to increase the 
authority to five members so as to 
take it over. 

Thus, in the final analysis, it 
appears that Celeste took the long 
way around to reach his objective 
with the taxpaying public paying 
the freight. 

Conceivably, Celeste's rounda- 
bout approach to simple political 

‘problems, could stimulate support 
for a statewide drive to collect sig- 
natures to put the tax appeal issue 
on the Nov. 8 ballot.

$180,000 came from CPB with 
$80,000 in-kind services from 
WOSU-TV in Columbus, Ohio and 
the Mississippi ETV. Second year 
funding from CPB amounted to 
$250,000; third year funding from 
CPB amounted to $200,000.

Program 


ATHENS, Ohio -- Eighty-five 
ethnic minority and economically 
disadvantaged college students 
with interest in careers as physi- 
Clans began studies in a health 
careers opportunity summer study 
Program hosted by the Ohio Uni- 
versity College of Osteopathic 
Medicine. 

The. eight-week program is 
designed to enhance the students’ 
preparation for admission to med- 
ical schools and to increase their 
understanding of osteopathic 
medicine. 


The pre-med education pro- 
gram is sponsored by the Office of 
Special Opportunities of the Amer- 
ican Association of Colleges uf 
Osteopathic Medicine (AACOM) 
and a consortium of 12 osteopa- 
thic colleges, including Ohio Uni- 
versity. A grant of approximately 
$265,000 from the federal Health 
Careers Opportunity Program 
funds the project. 


The students arrived in Athens 
recently from-29 different-_states 
and Puerto Rico. University, city 
and AACOM officials welcomed 


them to the program at apening 
ceremonies. a ate’ 


Tamara Coward, director of the 
AACOM Office of Special Oppor- 
tunities, gave the summer class a 
brief description of itself. The’ 
group of 85 was chosen from a 
pool of nearly 500 applicants, she 
said. It is 53 percent male, 47 per- 
cent female, and includes 47 black 
Ameticane, 20 members of His- 
panic heritage, two American 
Indians, eight Asian Americans, 
and eight non-minority students 
from economically disadvantaged 
backgrounds, she said. The aver- 
age age is 24, and the average 
cumulative grade point average of 
members is 2.92 (on a sale of 4.0). 
College graduates number 30; 29 
of the students wete cottege 
seniors and 26 were juniors” or 
sophomores during the past aca- 
demic year. 


Black Cop 
Discusses 


Cincinneti Bureau , 


After studying the Cincinnati 
police division for approximately 
18 months, a panel created by City 
Manager Syivester Murray has 
come foreward with a report on the 
State of racism in the division. The 
report was released last Wednes- 
day. 

Several hours after the report 
was issued, the Call and Post 
interviewed a black member of the 
police division to get a reaction to 
the report, which stated that 
racism is pervasive in the division. 
“So what else is new? We have 
known all along that the division is 
racist and discriminates against 
blacks, and the city knew it too,” 
said the officer whg said he would 


talk to: ug as long as his name was ° 


not used. 

“This issue has been presented 
to the police brass and the City 
administration before, but nothing 

- has been done. Do you really think 
that something is going to be done 
this time? | don't,” revealed the 
policeman. The 60-page report 
Stated that 58 officers onthe force 
had been interviewed, with only 10 
percent of those being black. Still 
it wag recorded that 86 percent of 
those interviewed for the 
felt that officers on the fdrce were 
racist.

Donald was found in the front yard 
of a Mobile, Alabama home. The 
19-year-old black youth had a 
rope around his neck and he was 
swinging from a tree limb, the vic- 
tim of a modern-day lynching. For 
two years the federal government 
conducted an investigation under 
pressure trom black civil rights 
groups. 

Two weeks ago that investiga- 
tion came to a conclusion as two 
white KKK members were arrested 
in the incident. Henry Hayes, 28, 
and James Knowles, Jr., 19, were 
picked up and charged in the 
lynching. Bond for both men has 
been set at $1 million. The coron- 
er’s office established that Donald 
was dead before his body was 
hanged from the tree.

Controversial Poet/Writer 


Pleases Columbus Audience

In an era dominated by rock 
music, movies and video enter- 
tainment, poetry may seem like 
entertainment for the lonely or 


-a torture technique used by 


English teachers. But that 
opinion can only be held by 
those who have not expe- 
rienced, the controversial poet 
and writer Nikki Giovanni. 
Giovanni, author of several 
books of poems, including “My 
House” and “Truth Is On The 
Way,” appeared at the Park of 
Roses Thursday as a part of

Columbus’ “Poetry in the Park” 
series. 

She delighted, ‘entertained 
and challenged the racially 
mixed audience of more than 
300. Her rapid speech pattern 
flowed through a panoramic 
presentation of images, obser- 
vations and poetry, to her phi- 
losophy on El Salvador, aging, 
feminism and racism. 

“The Cincinnati native noted 
that on local television’s 
“Salute to the Best of '83” there 
were no blacks. Giovanni said 
that black youth should strive 
to excel in all areas and notjust 
sports. There is no excuse for 
getting less than aC grade, she 
said. Average schools should 
produce average students and 
C is average, she said. 

Giovanni introduced most of 
her readings with either her 


view of the issues in the poem | 


or a story of why she wrote the 
poem. Most of the readings 
were from either “My House” 

r “For Those Who Ride The 


Wind,” her most recent book. | 


On the relationships be- 
tween black men and women 
she said, “We're having trou- 
ble.” Black men and women 
must get over the idea of hav- 
ing double standards for 
behavior and the idea of own- 


ing each other, said the self-| 


declared spinster. 

Giovanni, who recently 
turned 40, objected to the way 
society treats aging women. 
“Women and fruit are not sup- 
posed to age," she said. Men 
had to grow up about growing 
old, she said. “ 
ward to growing old,"’ she 
declared. 

During the blizzard of '78, 
Giovanni_said her family 
attempted to avoid watching 
daytime TV by reading and 
playing games. But when she 
finally switched on the TV she 
made quite a discovery. 

Acknowledging that she is 
not a best-selling writer, Gio- 
vanni said she strives for integ- 
rity in her poetry and felt good 
about her work. Although she 
would love to make an album 
with Michael Jackson or 
Prince, she said she knew that 
would never happen.

Ross says he will reach his 
decision after discussing the 
feasibility of his chances with 
the black community. He was 
in Chicago over the weekend 
to confer with black mayor 
Harold Washington and the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson aboutstra- 
tegy, he said. 

Inthe meantime, party labels 
have surfaced in the political 
camps of both Dorrian and 

A Dorrian spokesman, 
according to a Columbus Dis- 
patch Sunday edition story, 
laments the fact that Dorrianis 
notidentified asa Democratin 
the black community. They 
want tomake sure that the 
black community knows Dor- 
rian is a Democrat and Rine- 
hartis a Republican. 

Rinehart, however, contends 
that the party label strategy will 
backfire. The party label “thing 
won't work,” Rinehart told The 
Dispatch. 

‘It's paternalistic. Blacks 
don't want party label. They 
want performance in-office, 
just like whites do. 

“| have continually chal- 
lenged blacks to search for pol- 
itical power. To do that, you 
cannot be written off or taken 
for granted by either political 
party,” Rinehart was quoted as 
saying. 

In the meantime, Dorrian, a 
14 year County Commissioner, 
according to a recent Dispatch 
Mail Poll, was far behind Rine- 
hart, the second term County 
Treasurer. 

Of the 1,268 registered 
voters polled, Rinehart 
received 60 percent to 40 per- 
centfor Dorrian, The Dispatch 
reported. 

Next week, Campaign '83 
will preview the candidacy of 
the eight City Councithopefuls 
to further acquaint CALL & 
POST readers with their back- 
ground, public record and 
campaign pledges. 

Although publicity mills are 
kept busy grinding out self- 
serving propaganda for-both 
Dorrian and Rinehart, the 
black vote isthe bottom line on 


virtually every flyer distributed 
for black citizens. 

Those bottom tines should 
be regarded as a forewaming 
to all, that when the campaign 
peaks, the black community 
will become a major battle- 
ground in the fight for mayor. 
Both candidates, in effect, 
have acknowledged that the 
battle for City, Hall is most 
likely to be won or lost in the 
black community. 

On the basis of these open 
acknowledgements, it would 
behoove all black voters to 
prepare themselves to ap- 
proach this campaign in a 
responsible and intelligent 
manner. For by so doing, they 
will have served notice on the 
candidates that the black vote 


_can no longer be taken for 


granted. - 

To measure up to their 
responsibility, it is incumbent 
upon the black community to 
carefully examine.the candi- 
dates’ background in_an effort 
to determine if their past per- 
formance is reflected in their 
campaign pledges. Inshort, as 
has been said manytimes, pol- 
itical promises carry a hollow 
sound, but performance gives 
one a solid foundation to stand 
on. 

Consequently, it behooves 
the black community to accept 
political promises with the pro- 
verbial grain of salt when 
weighed against established 
performances. These are 


essential elements to be consi- . 


dered, as the two candidates 
battle toe-to-toe for the black 
vote. 

It is also of the utmostimpor- 
tance to always remember that: 
it was decreed decades ago, 
that party labels would have no 
bearing on a Columbus Munic- 
ipal Election. By this decree, 
the City Fathers were advising 
the voters to forget about 
Republicans or Democrats and 
follow the dictate of their con- 
science when they cast their 
ballot in a mayoral election.
